The attorney general declared “thou- 
sands upon thousands” of deserters and 
slackers are at large in the country, 
and explained that “to attempt to ap- 
prehend so great number of offenders 
by running down individual cases ob- 
viously would have been futile.” This 
was taken to mean that communities 
must continue to expect exercise of the 
drag-net process. Mr. Gregory ex- 
pressed the belief that “the great body 
of our people will cheerfully submit 
to the minor inconveniences which the 
execution of any such plan of neces- 
sity entails to the end that this indict- 
ment of the nation’s honor, this drain 
on the nation’s strength may be re- 
moved.” P 

Illustrating the results of the raids 
in New York and New Jersey, the at- 
torney general reported that of the 50,- 
277 apprehended in a series of round- 
ups within the past ten days, 1,301 
were infiucted into military service as 
draft dodgers or held by court action 
and 15,015 were found to be delinquent 
in their relations with local draft 
boards. In New York 200 were sent 
to camp, in Brooklyn 252 were held by 
court order and in Newark, Jersey City, 
Hoboken, Paterson and Passaic 794 
were sent to camp. 

The attorney general's letter was in 
response to a request of the president 
to report on circumstances surrounding 
the New York raids, which were de- 
nounced by a number of senators on 
the ground that soldiers, sailors and 
private citizens, members of the Amer- 
ican Protective league, were employed 
to make arrests of civilians—a func- 
tion which they said should have been 
left to civil police.

“GEORGIA VINDICATED,” 
SAYS W. J. HARRIS 


William J. Harris, who swept the 
state yesterday for the United States 
senate, reached his headquarters in the 
Kimball from his home in Cedartown 
during the afternoon and with friends 
received returns during the evening. 

Early in the evening, when it was 
evident, that he had been nominated by 
a landslide, the senator-elect made the 
following statement: ‘ 

“I am not surprised at the result. I 
have all the time had an abiding faith 
in the loyalty of the people of Geor- 
gia, and their devotion not only to the 
president, who is commander-in- 
chief, but their thorough accord 
with the war policies of his administra- 
tion, which they so overwhelmingly 
indorse by their votes for me for the 
United States senate. Georgia has been 
vindicated. The defeat of Senator 
Hardwick makes completé this year's 
repudiation by the voters of those sen- 
ators who have been obstructionists in 
the senate, as only Vardaman and

Press.)—American troops of all units 
have been instructed to kill on the spot 
anyone who in time of battle urges 
surrender’ or attempts to persuade 
,them that further resistance is use- 
less. 

These instructions, which originated 
with a certain division and have now 
been universally adopted because they 
proved so popular, were made neces- 
sary because someone in American 
uniform during a German attack on 
Fismette on August 27 ran among the 
troops, calling upon them to cease re- 
sistance and declaring that the offi- 
cers advised surrender. 

The instructions point out that these 
statements were absolutely false, and 
added: 

“The person who spreads such an 
alarm is either an enemy in our uni- 
(form, or one of our own troops wno 
\is disloyal and a traitor, or one of our 
troops who has become a panic-stricken 
coward. Whoever he is he should be 
shot on the spot. In battle there is 
no time to inquire into the identity or 
motives of persons who create panic 
or disorganization, or who advise sur- 
render. 

“It is the duty of every officer and 
soldier to kill on the spot any person 
who in a fight urges anyone to sur- 
render or stop fighting. It makes no 
difference whether the person is a 
stranger or a friend, an officer or a

Helfferich Feared for Life. 


Dr. Karl Helferich, the German am- 
bassador at Moscow, rushed back to 
Berlin and reported to his government 
that Moscow was in such a state of 
anarchy that the embassy could not 
stay there, and he is alleged to have 
advised a discontinuance of diplomatic 
relations with the soviet power. 

There is little wonder that Ambas- 
sador Helfferich had such an impres- 
sion. Two attempts were made on his 
life while he was in Moscow. 

(This ig the first news to come out 
of Russia of an attempt being made 
against the life of the new German am- 
bassador at Moscow. His predecessor, 
Count von Mirkach, was assassinated). 

Shots were heard everywhere day 
and night, and motor lorries filled with 
armed soldiers, dashed madly through 
the streets with utter disregard for the 
life of civilians. The actual fighting 
which took place in the streets of Mos- 
cow on July 7 was far less terrifying 
to the public than were the endless 
days of sheer brutality when the sol- 
diers imposed on the helpless public 
by virtue of their arms. 

Men who have refused to fight the 
Czecho-Slovaks on the Volga have been 
arrested. Even the helpless and par- 
alytic and one old woman more than 
80 years old have been taken into cus- 
tody. 

Former Army Officers Soffer. 


Such is the wild campaign carried 
on by the Bolsheviki under the guise 
of suppressing a counter revolution. 
Moses Uritzky, who mercilessly direct- 
ed activity of this sort in Petrograd, 
paid for it with his life, but Dzershin- 
sky still continues his frantic persecu- 
tion of civilians in Moscow. Former 
army officers are the greatest sufferers 
at the hands of this wild search for 
counter revolutionists. 

Not content with seizing the prop- 
eray of the educated classes, the Bol- 
sheviki are now harrassing them in 
every possible way. A brutal class war 
is encouraged by exhortations in the 
Bolshevik newspapers to continue at- 
tacks upon the Bourgeoise and even to 
take their. lives. 

But bad as conditions are now in 
Moscow and in Petrograd, a worse sit- 
uation Is expected by the intelligent 
Classes if an interregnum takes place. 
The spirit of vengeance is so strong 
and the feeling so bitter against the 
Jewish leaders, arrivals here from Rus- 
sla say, that rioting against the Jews 
generally is feared. Such riots never 
are confined to one class in Russia, 
but expand into general murder and 
plunder. 

The apparent abandonment of Eu- 
ropean Russia by the Germans has led 
to the belief that their experience in 
the Ukraine has caused them to cease 
in their efforts to establish a mon- 
archy or to support any other new 


igovernment friendly to them. 


Russians Plead for Help. 

The Russians are helplessly plead- 
ing for outside assistance to cure them 
of their political troubles. The con- 
stitutional democrats and other bour- 
geoisie friendly to the Germans are 
now turning to the entente allies since 
the defeat of the Germans on _ the 
western front and the success of the 
Czecho-Slovaks Murman and Vladivo- 
stok movements. 

The constitutlonal democratic party 
and the other parties of the extreme 
right, however, are in such’ disfavor 
with the great mass of Russians of the 
center that foreign diplomats are not 
willing to take them seriously. 

The Czecho-Slovak movement beyond 
the River Volga has gained the sup- 
port of factions favoring a constituent 
assembly and it is making the more 
reactionary programs impossible, as 
Siberia generally is conceded to be the 
key to reconstruction in EKuropean Rus- 
sia. 

Somewhere among the social revo- 
lutionaries, prohably among those of 
the right, a leader is expected to de- 
velop who may eventually crystallize 
the opposition to the Bolshevik}. 

M. Tchernoff, former minister of ag- 
riculture and chairman of the sus- 
pended constituent assembly, and Gen- 
eral Boris Savinkoff, former military 
commander of Petrograd and acting 
minister of war in the Kerensky cabi- 
net, are the most conspicuous social 
revolutionaries at present. Their 
whereabouts is unknown. '

Ex-Premier Kerensky refused to im-« 
pose the death penalty and his govern- 
ment fell almost without the loss of 
a life, but observers of the Russian 
political situation say that no such 
blovdless end can come to the soviet 
republic.

PAN-CERMAN SPIRIT (EUGENE DEBS ADMITS 


~ PROLONGING WAR 


Professor Delbrueck Says 
There Will Be No Peace 
Till Pan-Germanism Is 
Crushed. 


Stockholm, September 11.—As_ the 
first step toward peace Germany must 
renounce pan-German ideas, in the 
opinion of Professor Hans Delbrueck, 
of the University of Berlin. Professor 
Delbrueck, in an article in the maga- 
zine Prussian Year Book, declares that 
the pan-Germans not only bear a por- 
tion of the responsibility for the war, 
but also the chief responsibility for 
its prolongation. Professor Delbrueck 
says: 

“The world demands and has a right 
to demand that the German people give 
a Suaranty that the pan-German spirit, 
the spirit of superiority, of might, of 
heathendom, is not the German spirit. 


The best method of showing the world 
that the German government has defi- 
nitely and irrevocably shown the pan- 
German endeavors the door, would be 
for the government to collect all of 
those ante-bellum pan-German incita- 
tions and demonstrate by means of our 
enemies’ literature how greatly their 
conduct damaged us and helped to light 
the fires of this catastrophic war.” 


KAISER TRUSTS 
IN SOLDIERS. 


Amsterdam, September 11.—Emperor 
William, on replying to a message 
from the German National Soldiers’ 
union, is quoted by The Cologne Ga- 
zette as saying: 

“I am -firmly convinced that 
members of the German Soldiers’ union 
will exert all the powers of their per- 
sonal influence in support of the home 
front, and, like our glorious comrades 
in the field, will not in the vicissitudes 
of war let themselves be turned from 
by the enemy’s superior forces and 
reprehensible methods of combat. 

“The military and moral strength 
and the unanimous determination of 
the German people must and will suc- 
ceed, with God’s help, in breaking the 
more and more openly manifested wilt 
to destruction of the enemy, who is 
charging upon us from all parts of 
the earth, and in safeguarding for all 
time the freedom of our dear father- 
land.”

GERMANS PLANNING 
ANOTHER RETREAT 


Evidence That Waning 
Man-Power Will Force 
Shortening of Line — Re- 
ported Douai Is Being 
Evacuated. 


Washington, September 11.—Behind 
the apparent lull in_ the battle in 
France, events are swiftly shaping for 
operations of crucial importance in the 
opinion of officials here who are keep- 
ing in hour-to-hour touch with devel- 
opments. 

These observers believe a week's 
time will see either the greatest bat- 
tle of the war in progress along the 
old Hindenburg line, or the enemy 
again in full retreat toward the Bel- 
gian frontier, refusing to meet Mar- 
shal Foch’s forces. 

There is evidence that the German 
high command may plan further ex- 
tensive withdrawals in order to short- 
en defensive lines and ease the strain 
upon Germany’s waning manpower. 
There is now little doubt that it was 
lack of fighting effectives that forced 
|the enemy to abandon all he had gain- 
ed in his drive of this year and narrow 
, his front. Unofficial estimates from 
(France say the Germans have left be- 
jhind them during the withdrawal more 
| than 300,000 prime fighting men, killed, 
| badly wounded, or prisoners. This is 
jin addition to the heavy losses in the 
frontal attacks by which the enemy 
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early in the summer drove his way to- 

ward Paris and the channel ports. 
With such losses as these draining 

the ranks and American troops pour- 


ing into France at the race of 200,000 
& month, it would not surprise offi- 
cers here if the German leaders have 
been compelled to fix upon a much 
shorter front than the old Hindenburg 
line as one which would offer any 
hope of staying the allies’ onward 
march. 


Germans re te Quit Deual. 

Unofficial reports from Dunkirk, 
where allied air patrols are based, in- 
dicate that the preparations to evac- 
uate Douai, northern cornerstone of 
the Hindenburg arch in France, are 
well advanced. The allied airmen also 
are said to have seen the enemy air- 
dromes and aviation stations fifteen 
miles beyond Douai being hastily evac- 
uated by heavy material. From other 
sources come reports that the civilian 
populations of the towns in German 
hands in this region are being driven 
out, a step which always precedes a 
withdrawal by the enemy. 

There is little doubt in the minds 
of officers here that Doual could be 
held only at great cost if the British 
are sent forward to take it. Already 
Sir Douglas Haig’s men have a firm 
hold astride the line between Douai and 
Cambrai and observers believe it will 
be little short of a military miracle if 
the enemy, out or tne confusion una- 
voidable in his swift retreat, can or- 
ganize a defense for Douai, Cambrai, 
St. Quentin or La Fere which can resist 


successfully the full weight of the al-. 


lied armies. 
If these towns fall, the Hindenburg 
line goes with them, probamy along 


its whole length, it is said. Foot by 
foot, the French have forced their way 
around the northern side of La Fert, 
while to the south French and Ameri- 
can Cronus have clung to the heights 
above auxaillon against repeated 
counter attacks.

German Leaders in Straits.

“Interrogation of the prisoners cap- 
tured established that the raid was 
made in order to get prisoners for 
identification of: the opposing troops 
As no prisoners had been taken for a 
considerable period of time, it was de- 
cided that a large raiding party should 
be sent out, made up of units from 
each regiment: of the German division 
in the sector. Volunteers were asked 
for, but as none were obtained, men 
were conscripted for the raid. 

“A second hostile raid on the same 
day in the same sector was also re- 
pulsed. Our casualties in the two en- 
counters Were exceptionally light.’ 

The carrying of successful raids by 
American troops in Lorraine was re- 
ported in General Pershing’s commu- 
nique for today, received tonight at 
the war‘department. The Americans 
entered the enemy trenches, inflict- 
ing losses and capturing prisoners. 

The statement follows:

Young Weimer was a member of the 
Third Replacement regiment, Compa- 
ny E, and received his training at Camp 
Gordon. While at the training camp he 
made a host of friends in Atlanta, 
who will be glad to know that he pass- 
ed through the adventure unharmed. 


COLORED STUDENTS 
GET ARMY TRAINING 
AT LOCAL SCHOOLS 


Copyright, 1918 
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Back to school after serving on the farm 


Colored students in Atlanta will have 
an opportunity of entering a students’ | 
army training corps through the co- 
operation of Morehouse college and At- 
lanta university, which, taken togeth- 
er, meet the required conditions of a 
military college under government su- 
pervision, as is stated in an announce- 
ment that is being mailed today to all 
students of these institutions. 

The. statement which has been pre- 
pared by President E. T. Ware says in 
part: “As previously announced, the 
opening of school will be postponed 
this year until October 15, with ex- 
aminations on October 14 for day pupils 
and examinations on October 15 for 
boarding pupils. 

“Young men of military age who are 
regularly enrolled college students of 
Atlanta university will, soon after their 
return to school, be given an opportu- 
nity, on their voluntary application, to 
be inducted into the S. A. T. C. They 
then become soldiers of the United 
States army, and the government will 
provide their uniforms, guns and other 
necessary equipment, meet the expense 
of their board and tuition and pay each 
one $30 a month, the pay of a private. 

“The student soldiers will be under 
army discipline and will be given mili- 
tary instruction under army officers. 
They will be housed in South hall.. 

“The student soldier will be under 
constant observation and test to de- 
termine their qualifications and from 
time to time men will be selected ac- 
cording to their performance and as- 
signed to duty in one of the following 
ways: 

“(a) They may be transferred to a 
central officers‘ training camp; (b) 
they may be transferred to a non- 
ocmmissioned officers’ training school; 
(c) if they show special ability in 
their studies they may be assigned to 
Atlanta university for further inten- 
sive work in a specified line for a 
limited specified time; (d) they may be 
assigned to classes in vocational train- 
ing of military value or (e) they may 
be transferred to a cantonment for 
duty with troops as private soldiers. 

“It is probable that all young men 
of draft age will be called to service 
by July, 1919; those who have had the 
advantage of the S. A. T. C. will be 
assigned to the service for which their 
proved ability best fits them, and the 
better their training the more valuable 
they will be in the service of the na- 
tion.”

GEORGIA’S ANSWER 


Georgia makes ringing answer to the 

' challenge of its loyalty by misrepresentatidn 

in the United States. senate, both since and 
before our country entered the war. 

And the verdict recorded at the ballot 
box yesterday is a striking and an over- 
whelming verification of *The Constitution’s 
pre-election forecast of the outcome, 

The Constitution never for a moment 
doubted what Georgia’s verdict would be, 
particularly after Mississippi and South 
Carolina spoke. After the splendid demon- 
stration of loyalty in those two states— 
sister states, upon either side of Georgia; 
confronted by the same conditions; whose 
people are the same as ours, moved by the

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same sentiments and emotions; 
of whose sons, like those of Georgia, are in 
the trenches in France fighting for human- 
ity—we never for a moment doubted what 
the verdict of this state would be! 

Of proven capacity, long experience at 
the capital, and well equipped for senatorial 
service, The Constitution did not support 
William J. Harris for either of these reasons 
—though it would not have supported him 
had all these things not been true of him. 

We espoused his cause when the president 
of the United States asked the loyal voters of 
this state to unite upon Harris as the one of 
the announced candidates who could serve 
the country best at this time.

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| Many Tech Freshmen Are Enrolled 
In Student Army .Training Corps 


About 800 prospective students have ap- 
plied for enrollment in the freshman class 
at Tech, a large number of whom will be 
members of the student army training corps, 
which has just been organized tn this as 
well as other male institutions of learning in 
the country. The membership ig only open to 
men of college grade. 

Georgia Tech has contracted with the gov- 
ernment for 800 8. A. T. C. students, and the 
college authorities believe that number will 
take up the work. 

In addition to the 8. A. T. C. work, Tech 
will have a detachment of 300 enlisted men, 
who will enter various vocational depart- 
ments that will be provided by the college. 

Dr, Emerson, the dean of Tech, draws at- 
tention to the fact that Tech's usefulness and 
potentiality for government work has been 
largely increased, in fact almost doubled, by 
the addition of the above mentioned depart- 
ment. 

Enter as Usual. 

A young man planning to attend school 
this fa]l should carry out his plan as usual, 
register with his local board and enter as a 
regular student. About October 1 opportunity 
will be given him to be inducted into the 
students’ army training corps, provided he is 
physically fit and meets the requirements be- 
low. Thig induction will be made at the 


school, and not through his local board. No 


application or induction can be made before 
that date, He is not thereby given any de- 
ferred classification or exemption from ser- 
vice, but on induction becomes a soldier in 
the army of the United States in the full 
sense, 

A student inducted as above comes at once 
under military jurisdiction, is paid $30 a 
month, and uniform, subsistence, medical at- 
tendance, housing, military training’ and in- 
struction and tuition is furnished by the gov- 
ernment. He will be required to live and mess 
in dormitory or barracks and be under mil- 
itary rules and discipline, 

The regular school courses will be given, 
subject to certain modifications required by 
the war department to attain the ends 
sought, and will be so arranged as to provide 
for regular military drills and instruction in 
physical training. 

To be eligible to admission to the S. A. 
T. C. a student must be a draft registrant (18 
or over), physically fit and have graduated 
from a standard four-year secondary school 
or have equivalent educational qualifications, 


Some may thus matriculate here who will 
not be eligible for the S. A. T. C. 


Time at School. 


The time a student will be kept at school 
under thig plan depends on various circum- 
stances, such as age, course pursued and 
needs of the service. Observations and tests 
will be made to determine his qualifications 
as an officer candidate, technical expert, etc. 
On a satisfactory showing he would be sent 
direct after a certain time to an officers’ 
training school; if of lesser qualifications, to 
a non-commissioned officers’ training school, 
or in case of still lower rating, to a canton- 
ment for regular duty as a soldier. Men tak- 
ing technical courses of military value would 
naturally remain longer than others, the ob- 
ject being to develop the student as to be- 
come of the greatest military value to his 
country, The achool terms will be arranged 
with a view to such classification and distri- 
bution, and will be approximately of three 
months each and running from October 1 to 
June 21. 

Students between 16 and 18 and those not 
volunteering for the 8. A. T. C. will be en- 
rolled and attached to the S. A. T. C. and be 
required to take the regular military drill 
and instruction, They will not be required 
to Hive in barracks, and would have to pro- 
vide their own uniforms, pay tuition, and 
generally come under the regular school 
rules as heretofore. 

The 8. A. T. C. now offers to the ambitious 
young man the only avaliable opportunity of 
entering an officers’ training school, and all 
training and instruetion will be along lines 
designated to fit him to become an officer of 
the army. Should he fail to attain such rat- 
ing he atill enters the service at a great ad- 
vantage over those who have ‘not had such 
training. Provision will be made for training 
for the navy and for special army branches, 
such as artillery, signal and engineer. 


Voeational Section, 


Thig ia a branch of the 8. A, T. C. for the 
training of men of 18 and over who have had 
only grammar school education. Their mili- 
tary status as to pay, etc., will be as above, 
but they will receive manual and vocational 
training principally. Men of ability may be 
transferred to the collegiate section. The 
time in the school cannot be stated now, but 
,»will probably be three months or more. 

To enter the vocational section the man 
applies to his LOCAL BOARD.

In 1912 Mr. Harris managed President 
Wilson’s first campaign in Georgia. During 
the same year he was elected chairman of 
the state democratic executive committee.

Promoted by Mr. Wilson 
For His Efficiency. 


So efficient was Mr. Harris’ administra- 
tion of the census bureau, that when the 
federal trade board was created, President 
Wilson promoted him by appointing him a 
member of that board. After two years’ ser- 
vice his record on the commission was such 
that his ability was recognized by hia col- 


] leagues, who elected him chairman of the 


board. This position he held until last May, 
when he resigned to actively conduct his cam- 
paign for United States senator. , 

He was appointed by the president, while 
chairman of the federal trade board, a mem- 
ber of the price-fixing committee of the war 
industries board, for the purpose of fixing 
prices for supplies purchased both for Amer-~ 
ica’s army and the armies of our allies. 
While serving on this committee, when New 
England manufacturers endeavored to fix the 
price of cotton, Mr. Harris opposed them 
most vigorously. He also brought charges 
against. the “bagging trust” and they are 
now facing trial. 

The president also made him a member 
of the committee consisting of the secretary 
of agriculture and Mr. Hoover, to investigate 
the advisability of the government taking 
over the meat-packing houses, and upon Mr. 
Harris’ resigning to actively enter upon his 
campaign for United States senator, the 
president had such great confidence in the 
integrity and ability of Mr. Harrig that he 
requested him to name his own successor, 
and Mr. Harris named Hon, Victor Murdoch.

Steamer Is Torpedoed — 


By German Submarine 


All Those on Board Saved 

and the Stricken Vessel 
Beached on the British 
Coast... 


SUBMARINE SHATTERED 
BY ALLIED DESTROYERS 


Nearly All of the Men on 
Torpedoed Transport Are 
Now at a Rest Camp in 
England. 


London, September 11.—A_ troop 
ship with 2,800 American soldiers on 
board has been torpedoed. All hands 
were saved. The troop ship was 
beached. “ 

In order to save time, insead of 
launching the boats, the men clamber- 
ed down ropes to destroyers which 
swarmed around the stricken vessel 
and came close alongside. 

This operation was greatly facili- 
tated by the fact that the sea was not 
rough. 

Ship Member of Big Convoy. 

The troop ship was a member of a 
large convoy approaching the English 
coast. The vessel was torpedoed 200 
miles from shore at 3 o'clock on Fri- 
day afternoon. cs 

The transfer of the American soldiers 
from the stricken vessel to escorting 
British and American torpedo boat 
destroyers was quickly made without 
injury to anyone. 

They all escaped injury when the 
torpedo exploded and they were soon 
on their way to a British port. 

There was no sign of panic on board 
and the admirable behavior of the 
men was especially gratifying to the 
officers. 

Many of the troops came from Chica- 
go and Cleveland and a large percent- 
age of them were factory hands of 
foreign extraction. Their behavior 
proved that they had assimilated the 
true spirit of the American soldier. 

Submarine Was Destroyed. 

Several soldiers told the Associated 
Press that they saw the German sub- 
marine lifted clear out of the water 
after one of the depth bombs exploded 
and then entirely disappear. 

Something had gone wrong with the 
troop ship’s engines, which compelled 
her for a time to lag behind the rest 
of the convoys, but the trouble had 
been fixed up and she was fast catch- 
ing up with the other transports when 
a torpedo hit her just forward of the 
engine room. 

The vessel at once began to sink by 
the bow. Many of the soldiers at the 
time were taking baths. They did not 
wait to dress, but made for the deck 
with what little they could hastily 
lay their hands on. The water was 
rushing in at such a rate that it was 
thought the steamer would quickly 
founder. 

To the surprise of most of the sol- 
diers the troop ship did not sink. Some 
means apparently were found to 
check the inrush of water and she got 
near enough to the shore to be beach- 
ed. It ig hoped that the vessel ulti- 
mately can be salved. 

Soldiers at Rest Camp. 

An Inland Rest Camp in England, 
September 11—(By the Associated 
Press.)—The majority of the 2,800 
American soldiers from the troop ship 
which was torpedoed last Friday off 
the English coast but was not sunk 
and upon which there were no casual- 
ties, have arrived here none the worse 
for their thrilling experience. 

The men are finding some consola- 
tion for the loss of their vessel in the 
assurance that the submarine that at- 
tacked her suffered a far worse fate 
at the hands of the avenging destroy- 
ers, which were speedily on the scene 
hunting the U-boat with depth charges. 

To aid in caring for the men here 
the American Red Cross rushed in 
large quantities of supplies from Lon- 
don. 


NEWS WITHHELD 
SEVERAL DAYS. 

Washington, September 11.—News of 
the torpedoing of the British liner Per. 
sic, 12,042 gross tons, with 2,800 Ameri- 
can troops on board, in the war zone 
Beptember 6, was given to the Ameri- 
can people today, first through the 
British admiralty and then later 
through the navy department All the 
soldiers were rescued by accompany- 
ing destroyers, the steamer itself was 
beached and the enemy submarine is 
believed to have been accounted for. 

Officials here viewed the result of 
the attack more as an allied success 
than as a disaster.

September 6, in a brief dispatch from 
Vice Admiral Sims, although navy offi- 
cials have emphatically denied in the 
interim that any important news of 
submarine activities was being with- 
held. It was understood that the Brit- 
ish admiralty expressed the request 
that they be permitted to announce the 
news of the attack. 

Rumors of Sinking Current. 


Rumors that a troop ship had been 
sunk, probably with heavy loss of 
life, have been current in Washington 
since the publication of what evidently 
was an inspired London dispatch stat- 
ing th@t allied naval circles had reason 
to believe that German submarines 
soon would concentrate their effort in 
an attempt to impede the steady flow 
of American soldiers overseas. No 
explation of the purpose of this ar- 
ticle could be obtained, however, from 
naval officials here. 

Attacks on troop ships by subma- 
rines constantly are expected by offi- 
cials and it may be that a new and 
more determined campaign has been 
determined upon by the Germans be- 
cause of the reverses suffered by their 
armies. The greatest possible protec- 
tion is afforded troop ships and this 
increases as the American naval forces 
in the war zone are added to by new 
construction in American yards. 

The records achieved by the Ameri- 
can and allied navies in the trans- 
porting of more than 1,600,000 Ameri- 
can soldiers overseas with the loss of 
only 291 of them still is considered 
miraculous. And it is accepted by 
n@val officers as testifying to the suc- 
cess of the convoy system.

I accounted for four my- 
self with a pistol. About one hour af- 
ter we had started on the second day 
my platoon was held up by machine 


Boche plane came flying low over us. 
Seeing my men and myself in a shell 
hole the airman signalled his artillery. 
They commenced dropping shells on 
us and one landed fairly in the hole 
with us. It threw me about fifteen 
feet and killed three of my men, but 
didn’t do me any more harm than 
knock me silly. So a corps man car- 
ried me back and I was evacuated for 
shell shock.” 

‘Lieutenant Tuttle was a student of 
the first officers’ training camp _ at 
Fort NecPherson and ‘was awarded a 
commissioh as first leutenant. He 
left Atlanta with a selected group of 
young officers who were to take a 
special course in a British training 


camp that would fit them to be in- 
structors in this country. The Atlanta 
boy was later assigned to a regiment 
in France, serving under Major Theo- 
dore Roosevelt, Jr. Captain Archie 
Roosevelt was a member of the same 
regiment, which has twice been cited 
by General Pershing for bravery in 
action. 

On Wednesday’s casualty list also 
appear the names of two other Atlan- 
tans, Emory Mahafey and Corporal 
John C. Bowie. The former was re- 
ported as killed and the latter as 
wounded severely.

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AMERICAN TROOPS 
AND AT ARCHANGEL 


To Assist the Other Allies 
Forces in Northern Russia. 
Believed Americans Were 
Sent From English Camps 


Washington, September 11.—Ameri- 
can troops have landed at Archangel 
to assist the other allied forces there 
in their campaign for the re-establish- 
ment of order in northern Russia. This 
announcement was authorized tonight 
by General March, chief of staff. 

For military reasons the number of 
soldiers landed was not revealed nor 
was it made clear from whence they 
had embarkcd. It was assumed, how- 
ever, that the soldiers had been sent 
from English camps, where Americans 
are training. 

General March’s announcement was 
made public through the committee on 
public information, which issud this 
statement: 

“By order of General March, the safe 
arrival of American troops at Arch- 
angel is announced.” 

After the allied forces landed on the 
shores of the White sea several months 
ago, there were reports that American 
troops were co-operating with them, 
but it substantially developed that the 
forces were marines from American 
warships. The troops, the arrival of 
which is now announced, are the first 
from the United States to be sent into 
northern Russia. 

The purpose of the allied campaign 
in northern Russia is to keep open the 
railroad from Archangel to Volodga 
and to protect the government of the 
north, which has been set up at Arch- 
angel, and through which it is hoped 
to re-establish order in Russia and 
overcome German influence. 

Germany, recognizing the success 
thus far attending this campaign, has 
been impressing Finns into its army 
in Finland in the hope of 
together a- sufficient. force 
the allies from across 
peninsula.

WOUNDED GEORGIAN 
WRITES LETTER HUME 


The following letter was received by 
an Atlanta friend Monday from Lieu- 
tenant Albert Stuart Burch, of the 326th 
infantry, who was wounded in the bat- 
tle on the 4th instant. 

Lieutenant Burch won his commis- 
sion at Fort Oglethorpe, and was as- 
signed to Camp Gordon, Company M, 
826th infantry. He has two brothers 
“over there”—one Lieutenant C. F. 
Burch, of 317th infantry, and Corporal 
R. E. Burch, of 115th infantry. He Is 
originally from St. Mary’s county, near 
Washington, and is now convalescing 
in a French hospital. 

In France, August 12, 1918. 

We are always so giad to get letters from 
the United States, but in our rushes from 
front to front we seldom have time to 
write, but since I have been wounded I 
will have time to tell you about the battle. 
You may have already learned about my 
getting in the way of some of the “jerry 
missles’’°—and I wil! tell you about it. 

During our attack at daybreak on Au- 
gust 4 I was hit twice by shrapnel in the 
advance. I got a piece in the jaw after 
passing the first German line and later, 
when somewhere near the third enemy po- 
sition, they made a hit in my back just as 
1 had captured a machine gun alone and 
was handing it to one of my men to pass 
to the rear. Neither one stopped me at 
the time, however, and we continued for- 
ward by hand-to-hand fighting. One Ger- 
man fell dead on top of me from my re- 
volver bullet after missing me with his 
bayonet and running it between my arm 
and body. He had on his gas mask and 
couldn't see very well. . 

This was just one fight, but it showed 
we had our hands full—neither side gave 
@ quarter of an mech and it became a fight 
to the finish. I brought all my men out— 
mone killed—many wounded, but none bad- 
ly. My orderly and I proved to be the 
worst. He got hit on the head by a Ger- 
man “potato masher’ (grenade), but is 
getting O. K. now. My face is about all 
right again and none the worse, only my 
jaw is a little firmer. I have a good 
souvenir in my back, though, which I took 
more to heart. It passed through my back 
traveling about six inches and then de- 
cided to rest up in the northern part of my 
lungs. It is most too deep to remove un- 
less they open a bay window in my back, 
so I may have it permanently. It causes 
me more or less pain when breathing, so 
I only breathe when necessary—outside of 
that I am doing fine and hope to be in the 
next advance. 

My men did fine and swept all before 
them—and the Huns, though fighting to 
the end, couldn't hold them, even their ma- 
chine guns playing until we got within 
twenty yards. We captured much, but we 
took no prisoners and left all Germans 
dead in our path. 

I hope they will 


not have to operate on 
me because 1] want to get with my brave 
boys again shortly. They are fine boys 
and I think the world of them. I haven't 
had a man killed in my company since we 
eame over, and we have time after time 
been under all kinds of fire and somehow 
pulled through.

ASSERTS CROWDER 


Provost Marshal Gives Out 


Final Statement to Men 


Who Will Register for 


Service Today. 


Washington, September 11.—On the. 


eve of the great muster of the nation’s 
manhood for the war, Provost Marshal 
General Crowder tonight summed up 
the situation in a single sentence ad- 
dressed to the 13,000,000 men between 
18 and 45 years who will register to- 
morrow: 


“The registrars are at their posts. 


awaiting you.” 


General Crowder has asked that reg-| 
istration day be observed generally as. 
a holiday, and that flags fly and bands 


play in tribute to the men who enroll 
for the reservoir from which will come 
the manpower for the final drive 
against the German armies. His last 
word to prospective registrants was: 

‘Upon every man between the ages 
of 18 and 45 years, both inclusive, not 
heretofore registered, or ‘not already 
in active military and naval service, 
rests the obligation to register Thurs- 
day. Through this registration it is 
proposed to enroll the names of ap- 
proximately 13,000,000 men not subject 
heretofore to the draft. 

“This task completed, America will 
have taken a census of its available 
manpower. With this enrollment and 
' the registrations .of June 5, 1917; June 
5, 1918, and August 24, 1918, we shall 
have placed in this reservoir the names 
of approximately 23,400,000 men. 

Best Suited Physically. 

“From those we select, choosing for 
the army those best suited physically 
and by circumstance for the field of 
battle, and classifying those remaining 
in accordance with the extent to which 
their energies are needed for the sup- 
port of the nation at home and the 
maintenance of the military establish- 
ment. It is thus that we must pro- 
ceed if we are most effectively to dis- 
tribute the energies of our people for 
the supreme task of winning the war. 

“The obligation resting upon the in- 
dividual this day is clear cut and not 
to be mistaken. The patriotism and 
the honor of our manhood furnish the 
main reliance of the nation at this 
hour. Patriots will not fail to respond. 
Slackers must respond.

Work of Mobilization. 


Certain of complete and instant re- 
sponse tomorrow, officials charged with 
the draft execution have gone further 
in the work of mobilization. While the 
lottery drawing that determines 
some measure the order of entering 
service will not come for atleast threé 
weeks, boards hav® been ordered to 
start at once numbering serially all the 
cards that will be filled ott before the 
registrants tomorrow and thereafter to 
send out questionnaires to all whose 
ages are dbove 19 and below 37 years 
on September 12. From their classifi- 
cation, to be started at once will be 
filled the October draft calls. 

Another recognition of the added im- 
portance which the classification deci- 
©i0ns involve since the draft ages have 
been extended to include older men 
was given when Chairman Baruch, of 
the war industries board, asked employ- 
ers to familiarize themselves with the 
details of the law and to “make it a 
matter of honor to ask for the indus- 
trial exemption of the lowest possible 
number and only for the indispensa. 
ble key men. 

The age limits for those to be first 
called, the provost marshal’s office in- 
dicated, are fixed so as to include for 
earlier service a variety of individuals 
between these ages.
